PROPOSAL FAILS TO

Geneva, Dee. IS (TP)—An Anglo- 
French plan to halt the African war 
lay tonight on tho brink of League 
of Nations burial, shorn of support 
from the very nations which made 
it. 
No one around

table of the league council arose 
today to defend it as a good plan 
not even Anthony Eden or Pierre 
I,a val. spokesm en for Great Britain 
and France. 
Ethiopia waved tile scheme fare­ 
well 
with 
undisguised 
irony. 
It 
would have given Benito Mussolini 
many of the territorial and eco­ 
nomic rights In* has been trying to 
ta k e by military might. 
Eden and 
Premier Laval, how­ 
ever, did emphasize that the best 
of intentions actuated 
their 
n a ­ 
tions in formulation of tho proposal. 
“ T r i a l 
Balloon” 
Italy’ s seat at the council table 
was vacant. 
W hether or not It was 
an intentional Roman “sanction,” 
it was a fact that ll Duce had boy­ 
cotted die session. 
Fden 
in a statement 
formally 
approved bv tho British cabinet be­ 
fore he loft London, described the 
peace suggestions as a sort of a 
trial balloon, “advanced in order to 
ascertain what the views of the 
two parties and the league might 
be.” 
“ His M ajesty’s government rec­ 
om m ended them only for this p u r­ 
pose,” lie added, and lie stressed 
Great Britain would not pursue tin* 
plan fu rth e r if it failed to meet tin* 
approval of tho league. 
Afterward.

ferred to the plan as an “attem pt 
at conciliation which has failed.” 
Nobody— Eden, 
Laval, 
or

ventured tonight to 
predict w h at the next attem pt for 
peace would he like. 
The council adjourned without 
ta king any action, to awalt formal 
replies fiom Ethiopia and Italy.

Gomez, who established a dictator­ 
ship in Venezuela long before the 
word became well known in Europe, 
died last night 
still the boss of his 
country despite his 78 years. 
An old malady caused tin* death 
of the presid ent and announcem ent 
of it was withheld until today. 
General Gomez who siezod power 
through a revolution in 1908 when 
President Cipraino Castro was in 
Europe, and held it with a strong 
hand, had one of th e most colorful 
careers of modern politics.

Eleazar 
Lopez Conteras, minister of war, 
us provisional president,

UPROAR OVER 
JOINT PEACE 
PLAN BLAMED 


FOREIGN SECRETARY 
HELPED 
DRAFT 
FORMULA

Ten days afte r lie mapped the 
plan secretly with P rem ier Pierre 
Laval of France, Sir Samuel r e ­ 
tired from tho cabinet. 
His with­ 
drawal was immediately accepted 
by Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin. 
Hom e's action, which created a 
political 
sensation, came on 
the 
eve of a foreign affairs debate in 
the lions*'* of commons. 
He had cut 
short a vacation in Switzerland to 
go before commons, much of it hos­ 
tile. tomorrow to defend Ids part 
in the 
formula 
which opponents 
contended would reward Italy for 
aggression. 
Broke W it h Baldwin? 
No official explanation was offer­ 
ed for Sir S am u e l’s abrupt retire­ 
ment from bis political career, re ­ 
garded as brilliant before th e Afri­ 
can w ar clouds gathered. 
Political circles believed he w ith­ 
drew to save the cabinet from re­ 
sponsibility for the plan when it 
faces parliament tomorrow. 
Gossip in excited cham be r lob­ 
bies was th a t H oare bad broken 
with Prim e Minister Baldwin o v e r 
tho day’s developments at Geneva. 
There the* peace plan was virtually 
hurled and Anthony Ed ct. British 
minister for league affairs, did not 
even defend it.

the French.

the warning In their own secret 
code, and the commander fled from 
the room. 
That set the signal for 
a fierce war, which ended in 1803 
with 
Dessalines as governor-gen­ 
eral of Haiti. 
In the fall of 1S04, when Na­ 
poleon became emperor of France,
